Duties of Town Clerk: 

The Town Clerk accepts payments of Resident Taxes without authority. The 
provisions of R.S.A. 41:38 state, ‘‘Any collector, being authorized by vote of the 
Town, may appoint deputies, with the approval of the selectmen, who shall be 
sworn, have the powers of collectors, may be removed at the pleasure of the 
collector, and before entering upon the duties of his office, give bond as provided in 
section 6 of this chapter. . .’’ The Town Clerk must be authorized by vote of the 
Town to function as Deputy Tax Collector and must also be bonded as Deputy Tax 
Collector. 

Duties of Tax Collector: 

The Tax Collector has refunded overpayments on occasion. This practice should 
be discontinued, since the Town Treasurer is the only individual authorized to pay 
out Town funds and then, only upon orders of the Selectmen. 
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Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, require that the auditor’s summary of 
findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the 
next annual report of the Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in this audit 
report is optional at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. This letter, however, 
must be published in its entirety.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL FIRE STATION STUDY COMMITTEE 


In the minutes of last year’s Town Meeting (3/13/79) — which may be found in 
another section of this book — you will find a record of action taken by the town 
which led to the establishment of this committee. What follows is a progress report 
of our efforts to date. 

The committee was appointed by the Selectmen in April 1979 and we held five 
regular meetings including an on-site inspection tour of both existing fire stations 
and a joint meeting with members of the Planning Board. 

At the on-set, without apology, we would like to emphasize the unfinished nature 
of our work. There were many factors which contributed to what may seem to 
some like a lack of progress: the initial steps in defining the problems, establishing 
the committee approach, and gathering related information. 

The fact-finding process included: determining the operating costs (fuel, 
electricity, telephone, and repairs and maintenance) for the period 1970-1978; a 
study of existing fire apparatus and a projection of needs for the next five to ten 
years; a summary of the operational problems of the Fire Department under the 
existing set-up; a preliminary energy audit (by TEA) of the two existing stations; 
and a first step toward evaluating modernizing/expanding the two existing 
stations versus one new, centrally located facility. 

The committee has clearly determined that there does exist a serious 
inadequacy in the existing facilities. We feel that further detailed study is 
necessary before we can make a final report and any clear recommendation. It is 
our plan to continue accordingly. 

It is our sincere hope that anyone interested in the over-all project will feel free 
to make impact to our effort by contacting any of the commitee members.

REPORT FOR 1979 


In 1979 the Police Dept. answered 374 calls. Of these, 351 were cleared, 3 are 
pending court action and 23 are under investigation.

The Dept. traveled 9,547 miles and put in 1,217 hours actually recorded. 
However, the officers have given their time and mileage without reimbursement 
for official business and training classes. 

In March of 1979 Officer Sundstrom and I successfully completed a 32 hour 
course at Keene State College provided by the Police Training Council of New 
Hampshire. Similar training is being offered to the officers on a continuing basis. 

To either update or replace equipment, the Dept. purchased 4 shirts, 3 pairs 
trousers, 2 jackets, 1 cap, 2 12-gauge Remington shotguns, 1 Smith & Wesson 38 cal. 
revolver, 2 pairs hand cuffs, & 1Sam Brown belt. , 

I would like to give a very special thank you to the wives of the officers who 
donated $627.50 from a fund raising to the Dept. equipment fund. This allowed us to 
purchase needed equipment for training and to bolster town equipment. We pur- 
chased 2 Smith & Wesson 38 cal. revolvers, 3 federal blue lights, 1Sam Brown Belt, 
1 five cell flashlight, 2 gun racks, 4 rain coats, 25 targets and 1,000 rounds of 38 cal. 
target ammunition. | 

I would like to sincerely thank Alton Chamberlain, Peter Keough, Michael 
Sundstrom, and Rand Duffy for their support and a job well done. 

We regretfully accepted the resignation of Officer Peter Keough who had faith- 
fully served the town for many years.

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LIBRARY REPORT 1979 


Participation in activities and general circulation showed a great increase in 
1979.

MARL-HARRIS FIRST AID AND EMERGENCY SQUAD INC. 
1979 SERVICE REPORT 


For the period Jan. 1 through Dec. 31, your ambulance responded to 127 calls. 
There were 71 emergency calls, 30 non-emergency, 12 accidents with 16 patients, 6 
fire stand-by, 1 parade, 1 hospital disaster drill, 2 Equestrian Center stand-by, and 
4no transport. 9 trips were to Monadnock Community Hospital in Peterborough, 2 
trips to Mary Hitchcock in Hanover, 1 trip to the V.A. Hospital in White River 
Junction, 2 trips to Mass. General in Boston, and 1 trip to New England Baptist in 
Boston. Some of the non-emergency trips were to or from nursing homes in our 
area. We received back-up service from Keene when our unit was on a call. 

The ambulance and equipment are in good condition and have passed the in- 
spections. 

The members of the squad, through training programs, seminars, work shops, 
hospital disaster drills, and monthly critiques, keep abreast of new methods and 
equipment that they may serve you quickly and efficiently. The E.M.T. members 
of the squad were recertified this year. None of the squad members receive pay, 
and all training and seminars are paid for by the members receiving the training. 

The state no longer allows part time ambulance service. All ambulances must be 
available on a 24 hour basis. With this in mind, we sincerely thank the high school 
members of our squad for their quick and efficient work, and remind the towns- 
people of Harrisville and Marlborough that without these students we could not 
operate. 

We thank the families that have remembered the ambulance service with 
memorial funds in lieu of flowers and when they use the service; also the residents 
of Harrisville and Marlborough for their generous response to the yearly appeal 
letter. 
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A special thanks to the organizations and groups that sponsor suppers and 
programs for our benefit. All these efforts make it possible for the squad and 
ambulance to operate without using tax money. We also wish to thank the fire and 
police departments for their help and cooperation. We sincerely appreciate it. 

In August of this year, the squad celebrated its tenth anniversary at the Parish 
Hall in Marlborough. Members of the squad and invited guests that have con- 
tinually helped us enjoyed dinner and spent some time remembering the events of 
the past ten years, and looking foward to the next ten. Our speaker was Robert 
Murray, one of the authors of our E.M.T. manual, and his talk and slides were 
enjoyed by all. 

During the month of February, 1980, a new Ford chassis will go on line to havea 
new ambulance built onto it. Sometime in April that new ambulance will be 
delivered to the Marl-Harris squad. It will have some new equipment and will meet 
all federal specifications. It is a dual wheel, heavier vehicle, to give a smoother, 
safer ride, with better insulation to keep out the road noises. We are sure the people 
of Marlborough and Harrisville will like the new ambulance which is built to last 
many years, and will be paid for without using tax money. 

An advanced first aid course will be given in the near future. It is hoped that the 
high school students and the townspeople of both towns will take the course so we 
can keep our ambulance in service. The state requires that attendants must have 
at least the advanced first aid training. Won’t you help us to help you?

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ROUTE 101 COMMITTEE REPORT 


1979 was a busy year for our Committee as the decision on the location of a by- 
pass of Route 101 for Dublin draws near. We had a series of meetings with the 
Dublin Route 101 Committee and announced the following points of agreement with 
them in May of 1979: — 

1. There shall be no four lane land taking. Any road construction will be limited 
to two lanes with a truck climbing lane. 

2. Anacceptable solution should have the agreement of the two towns. 

3. No corridor hearing will be held until both towns have completed their master 
plans. 

4. The solution should not accelerate growth beyond the levels of planned, con- 
trolled growth as specified in the master plans. 

5. The solution must have minimal impact on the region’s natural resources, 
wildlife, air and water quality, historical, rural and visual character and neigh- 
borhood integrity. 

We have met with the State Highway Department on several occasions in an 
attempt to keep our town’s position before their planning staff. We have also made 
the wishes of the town known at public hearings on the by-pass issue. 

At this time we believe the State Highway Department and the town of Dublin 
Route 101 Committee prefer a route through Harrisville. We are convinced, 
however, that such a route is not inevitable and that we can prevent it if we con- 
tinue to make our voices heard. Our determination as a town to keep route 101 out 
of Harrisville has been and continues to be our greatest strength.

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HARRISVILLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT — 1979 

The Harrisville Conservation Commission has become increasingly more active 
in the last year and has established concrete goals for itself. Among these goals 
are (1) Opening up our activities and meetings to wider public participation (2) 
Offering assistance to other segments of the town government when we are able to 
help and (3) Focusing our activities in a few defined areas of interest which we feel 
are important to the town. 

To better fulfill these goals, the following topics were polled as the most 
deserving of attention: 

1. Maintaining town owned/leased land which has been entrusted to the care of 
the conservation commission. Two tracts of such land are the Seaver Reservoir 
Recreation Area and the Child’s Bog Recreation Area. 

2. Water quality in the town of Harrisville. 

3. Land use planning and growth in the town of Harrisville. 

4. Conservation education projects for the community, school aged children in 
particular. 

The commission has sponsored or participated in the following activities during 
1979, most of which directly relate to one or more of these areas of interest. 

RECREATION AREAS 

The Seaver Reservoir Recreation Area was logged under the direction of 
William House. This both improved the woodland and returned a profit of $1,325.00 
to the town. 

At the request of the selectmen and planning board, the commission reviewed a 
request for a right of way easement through the Seaver Recreation Area by a non- 
resident land owner to land on the east side of the Seaver Reservoir. We recom- 
mended unanimously that the request be denied on the grounds that such use by a 
private individual was inconsistent with the planned public recreational use of that 
land. 

In November, 1979 we sponsored a clean up of Seaver Recreation Area by 
Harrisville Cub Scout Pack 300. They did a great job and a letter of appreciation 
acknowledged their service to the community. 

WATER QUALITY 

A three year old report to the commission prepared by Monadnock Regional 
Studies indicated that Lake Nubansit was in an ‘“‘advanced state of 
eutrophication.’’ This means that it is slowly becoming marshy with a resulting 
drop in water quality. The causes are unknown. The conservation committee 
expressed concern because that lake is both a major recreational resource and a 
source of domestic water for many residents. We supported the efforts of several 
citizen volunteers to form the ‘‘Harrisville Pond Association’’ to investigate this 
situation. The commission anticipates no direct action and feels that the fact 
finding effort is best carried out by local volunteers under the auspices of a lake 
association. 

The Harrisville Conservation Commission has also expressed concern that a 
proposed route 101 by-pass through corridor A, B or C may seriously threaten the 
water quality of the town-owned spring on Lake Skatutakee. As the only source of 
drinking water for many Harrisville residents, this is a conservation issue of ut- 
most concern to all of us. 

LAND USE PLANNING AND GROWTH 
The conservation commission feels that land use planning and orderly growth 
are essential to the health of any community. The commission was asked in the one 
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mentioned easement request to assist in reviewing the best use of that land. In 
many New Hampshire towns the conservation commissions serve the function of 
helping planning boards research and review land use requests in terms of con- 
servation issues. 

COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES 

In addition to the Cubscout clean up, the commission has decided to sponsor an 
annual roadside clean up each spring. 

A decision was made to sponsor at least one educational activity per year for 
public school children about some local conservation topic. 

Mrs. Mary Meath talked with the commission about an idea which we endorsed. 
She feels that the historical significance of Chesham (formerly Pottersville) 
should be recognized as an old pottery making center. Chesham pottery is found at 
the Smithsonian Institute in Washington, D.C. Mrs. Meath is interested in 
researching this history and will be contacting interested people, particularly 
Chesham residents. 

The Harrisville Conservation Commission spent no money this year of our an- 
nual $150.00 budget. 

Our meetings are held the first Monday of each month at 7:00 p.m. at the 
selectmen’s office. The public is invited.

The Harrisville School District meeting was opened at the Wells Memorial 
School at 1:30 by District Clerk Jane L. Dunn.

The meeting was recessed until 6:00 P.M., with the first order of business to be the 
election of a Moderator Pro-Tem.

The special school district meeting of Harrisville, New Hampshire was called to 
order by School District Clerk Jane Dunn, in the absence of a moderator, at 7:30 
p.m. on Tuesday, October 30, 1979. 

The petition to hold a special school meeting, notice to hold a special meeting, 
school warrant, and court decree to hold a special meeting were read. 

Clerk Dunn recognized Barbara Watkins, chairman, who introduced Mr. 
Champagne, Dr. Ellis and Mr. Dion. She explained the problems of the septic 
system and options for correcting same. Bids were read from Ball and Wixon 
Construction Company at $48,560 with rock excavation of $200.00 cu. yd. and 
Marlboro Construction at $49,789.69 with rock excavation of $12.80 cu. yd. A letter 
was read that Mr. Dion had prepared to send to the Water Pollution Control Board 
if the district accepts favorably the school board recommendations, and finally 
bonding figures were read. 

Mr. Dion explained his design for the system, and a question and answer period 
followed. 

Mrs. Watkins suggested two alternative proposals in two phases, subject to state 
approval. Discussion ensued. A two-thirds majority vote will be needed to pass on 
any bonding proposals.

accordance with plans provided by an engineering firm selected and approved by 
said board. Motion was seconded. Discussion held. Ballot vote: yes 19; no 20. 
Motion defeated. 

Mrs. Watkins then moved that the district raise and appropriate the sum of 
$55,000 for alterations and repairs of the Wells Memorial School sewage disposal 
system and that said sum be borrowed from such bank or banks and on such terms 
and conditions as the school board shall determine: and that the school board be 
given full power and authority to contract for and supervise the project all in 
substantial accordance with plans provided by an engineering firm selected and 
approved by said board. Motion was seconded. Mr. Francis Parker then moved to 
table the motion. Motion was seconded. Ballot vote to table: yes 24; no 15. Motion 
was tabled. 

Mrs. Watkins then moved that the district authorize that the purposes of the 
established Capital Reserve Fund be changed to allow the funds to be used to 
provide funds to pump the septic tank at the Wells Memorial School during the 
1979-1980 school year.

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


The current trend in American education today is to ensure that the students 
receive an adequate background in the “‘basics’’. 

The emphasis in the ‘“‘Town’’ school districts this past year has been the 
development of curriculum guides. These guides will help insure that the students 
receive the basic skills in a sequential order, and also guarantee that all students 
will be exposed to the same skills in their elementary education. 

The curriculum committee has been working for the past year to develop a 
language arts curriculum guide. This guide will be in the hands of the ‘“‘Town’’ 
teachers by September of 1980 and is to be used as a student record system 
enabling the teachers and parents to know what skills each child has mastered. 

In order to evaluate our educational system, all students in the ‘‘Towns’”’ will be 
given a national achievement test in the spring of 1980. The results of these tests 
will be used as a guide for teacher curriculum development. Parents will be urged 
to contact their school and obtain a copy of their child’s test report. These reports 
should be retained by the parents and compared with the test results of the 
achievement tests given early each spring. 

It is the hope of the school board and staff that by developing curriculum guides, 
and monitoring the progress of the students through achievement tests, we will be 
able toimprove the quality of education for our students. 

We wish to thank the school board and teaching staff for their assistance in the 
above projects. Also, the administration of the Keene Junior High School and 
Keene High School for their assistance in the curriculum projects. They have given 
freely of their time and abilities to begin the process of upgrading the education of 
the students in our community.
